BERLIN, May 10, via Amsterdam, May 
11.—Germany is considering the crea- 
tion of a Minister of Foods, whose duty 
it would be to match his wits against 

the British Minister of Blockade. 

The Minister of Foods would be ex: 
pected to control and direct the supply 
and distribution of foods, feeding Ge:- 
many’s millions in such a manner as 9) 
minimize the effect of Great Britain's 
war against the noncombatant popula- 
tion and prevent the British grip on 
Germany's throat from becoming 
tighter. 

Plans are now being formulated in 
conference for the creation of a cen- 
tral department of foodstuffs, the head 
of which will have almost dictatorial 
powers for making uniform food regu- 
lation for the empire. At present each 
of the various states and kingdoms 
make its own regulations, which, dif- 
fering one from another and therefore 
are not the most efficient for economi- 
cal and equitable distribution.

Since the grand jury inquiry start- 
ed there have ‘een several events 
which have caused further. discon- 
tent among the patients. 

Dr. C. C. English, superintendent of 
the sanatorium, Wednesday called a 
nurse, Miss Pearl Simms, to his office 
and demanded her resignation. In do- 
ing so he mentioned her name in con- 
nection with that of Jerry Farmer, a 
patient, in a way that was embarrass- 
ing to Miss Simms. 

Threatens Superintendent. 

Miss Simms then went to the patient’s 
quarters in another building and told 
Farmer what Dr. English had said. 
Farmer picked up a baseball bat an:i 
went to Dr. English’s office. He fol- 
lowed Dr. English into another room 
and announced his intention of attack- 
ing him with the bat, but he was over- 
powered by attendants and the bat was 
taken from: him. 

Just before Farmer arrived at the of- 
fice, Dr. English and .Jliam J. Salts, 
the steward of the institution, had a 
fight. , 

Dr. English today refused to discuss 
the dismissal of Miss Simms or. the fight 
with the steward. 

Salts gave his version of the encounter 
when seen by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. He said English entered his 
office to discuss sanatorium business, 
and they got into a controversy. 

According to Salts he said to English: 
“Dr. English, I have three sons and 
if they knew how you treated me ,: 
don’t know whether I could hold them 
down.’’ Englisb, he said, made a slight- 
ing remark about Salts’ sons, seriously 
reflecting on their character and repu- 
tation.

Salts said he grabbed English by the 
arm and escorted him to the door. ce 
then followed English into English'< 
office, about 100 feet away.

Says America’s Trouble Is That We

NEW YORK, May 12.—Former.§ Presi-

M'CLURE HEARS PEACE TALK 
ONLY IN GERMANY AND AUSTRIA 


Says People Desire It for Commercial 
Reasons—All Belligerents Con- 
fident Their Armies Will Win. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Samuel 8S. Mc- 
Clure, the publisher, who arrived from 
Copenhagen last night on the steamer 
Oscar II, said he found sentiment for 
peace only in Germany and Austria. 

“I have visited all the belligerent na- 
tions and did not find a suggestion of 
peace except in those tw» countries, 
where the people desire it for commer- 
cial reasons only,’ said McClure. “By 
that I mean that they wigh to resume 
their business reiations with other na- 
tions, not that they fear defeat. 

“Ths English, French, Russians, Bel- 
gians, Italians, Germans, Austriana, 
Hungarians, Bulgarians and Turks are 
all confident of victory for their re- 
spective armies and determined to fight 
to the end.”

The resignation of Charles 8. Egge-

A resolution is being prepared today

Alderman 
Ralph Eilers of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward is having the resolution prepared. 
The investigation will be asked for on 
the theory that it is a violation of the

Inquiry. 


BLAMES AMATEUR SLEUTHS 


Counsel for Mrs. Gilligan Says 
There Is No Basis for 
Poison Charges. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 12.—Another 
visit by the State Police to the Archer 
Home for Elderly People at Windsor, 
the proprietor of which, Mrs. Amy E. 
Archer Gilligan, is under arrest here 
charged with murder, and a report that 
a second arrest in the case might come 
soon, Were outstanding features of the 
investigation today. 

Mrs. Gilligan is specifically charged 
with having caused the death by pois- 
oning of Franklin. R. Andrews, an in- 
mate of the home, in May, 1914, but as | 
the investigation has progressed it is 
said to have brought developments 
which may: result in further charges be- 
ing placed against her. , 
The State Police in their search of the 


house have beén going over it care- 
fully, digging up the cellar and sound- 
ing the walls to discover hollow spots, 
if any. The purpose of this minute 
search has not been disclosed. 

Mrs. Gilligan, whose age is given as 
41, looks to be past 50 years of life 
spent in hard labor. Her appearance 
is stern, almost forbidding, with thin, 
tightly drawn lips, deep-set eyes and 
a strong chin. She broke into tears, 
however, and exhibited her first emo- 


when her daughter, Miss Mary w. 
Archer, 18 years old, went to see her 
mother, accompanied by Benedict M. 
Holden, Mrs. Gilligan’s attorney.. 

The girl is attractive, with pretty blue 
eyes, and her smart attire today was 
of an expensive sort. Sne is a student 
of music and evidently the object of her 
mother’s great devotion. 

Opinion about the supposed poisoning 
case is sharply divided here. A local 
newspaper has been at work for two 
years seeking to establish a founda- 
tion for rumors of crime in the Archer 
home and actually promoted one in- 
vestigation, which disclosed nothing im- 
proper in its conduct. 

Forty-eight persons, all aged, have 
died in the home in the last five years. 
All of their bodies may be disinterred 
and at least four have been exhumed 
by order of Hugh M. Alcorn, State At- 
torney of Hartford County. Their iden- 
tities, except that of AndrewWs, have not 
been disclosed. Alcorn and the other 
officials declined to make public any 
of their activities since the arrest of 
Mrs. Gilligan. 

“There are a great many elements :n 
this case,” said Holden, “which are 
irresistibly reminiscent of the exploits 
of Philo Gubb, the correspondence 
school ‘deteckative’ and paper hanger. 
All sorts of boy sleuth reporters have 
been sleuthing around for years. The 
official investigators have been at worx 
for years and found nothing. Then a 
chemist says that there is a trace of 
arsenic in the body of a man buried two 
years and « frightful hubbub with 
charges of wholesale poisoning is the 
result. 

“Tt did not accept this case until I was 
personally urged to do so by several of 
the elderly persons who have lived in 
Mrs. Gilligan’s home. ‘chey came to me 
aid told me they would spend their last 
dollar to prove her innocence, because 
they knew her, and that the charges 
against her are untrue. I sent a pri: 
vate detective to the home. The first 
thing he found was a woman detectiv2, 
who has been there as a patient for a 
year. If poison was kept around the 
place or any crimes committed? it seems 
to me that a detective i eht in the house 
ought to have known ; vous it. 

“The whole charge is merely a case cf 
amateur sleuths with influence seeking.

and he said Mr. Brandeis was the only 
one, and I told nim to go ahgad and see 
him.”’ 
Liggett testified Snow consulted Kran- 
deis and that the two lawyers gave 42 
opinion favorabie to the merger.

ington Mr. Snow said he considered cer- 
tain statements erroneous and he and 
Mr. Brandeis wrote Mr. Anderson two 
letters on the subject.

Anderson that the merger—particularly 
the United Drug Co.—was not a viola- 
tion of the law. He testified Brandeis 
told him he talked to My. Anderson 
personally about the case.

‘Mr. Brandeis tried to convince me 
that my notion of what the Supreme 
Court had decided and what the corpo- 
ration was proposing to do was wrong,” 
he explained.

MAY ASK FOR PENALITY 


If Priest’s Suit Is Sueécessful 
There Will Be 2 Years’

City Counselor Daues today filed, in 


record the motion filed yesterday by the 
United Railways Co. for ‘“‘modification 
or correction” of the city’s $2,300,000 miil 
tax judgment against the company, 
which was affirmed April 10 by the 
United States Supreme Court.

If Priest’s motion should 
be sustained, the city could appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The motion filed by Daves and As- 
sistant City Counselor Young to strike 
out Priest’s motion refers to Priest’s 
motion as “frivolous’’ and as obviously 
filed for only one purpose—that of de- 
lay. “To sustain this motion, or serious- 
ly consider it,”’ the City Counselor ar- 
gues, ‘would amount to a public scan- 
dal.”” The Court has no power at this 
time, it is alleged, to make such an or- 
der as Priest asks. 

It was pointed out today that the per- 
sonnel of the State Supreme Court has 
changed materially since the Court 
handed down its decision upholding the 
mill tax, a yerr ago last December. 
Judge Brown, one of the four Judges 
who decided in the city’s favor, is dead, 
and another, Judge Lamm, has left the 
bench. On the cther hand, Mhe three 
members. of the Court who gave a dis- 
senting opinion, in favor of the com- 
pany, are still on the bench. They are 
Judges Graves, l’aris and Bond. 


Based on Phraseology. 
Priest's motion was based on two 
errors of phraseology which Judge 
Wceodson of the State Supreme Court 
is alleged to have made in his sep- 
arate opinion on the mill tax matter, 
harded down Dec. 14 last. One of 
these errors, according to Priest, was 
that Judge Woodson spoke of the 
“commerce clause” of the Federal 
Censtitution, when, from the context, 
Priest says, he appeared to mean the 
“Cue process and equal protection 
clause.” Another error was that he 
said “I concur in the majority opin- 
ion,” when Priest thinks he should 
have said instead, “I concur in af- 
firming the judgment, for reasons 
expressed in-my separate opinion.” 


Judge Priest holds that the company’s 
defense, in the suit, has never been thor- 
oughly considered by the State Supreme 
Court, and says that Judge Woodson, 
in particular, “‘did not at all consider 
the merits of the controversy or the 
validity of the defense,’ but predicated 
His opinion on the previous action of 
the United States Supreine Court, in 
denying the company an _ injunction 
against the city. “If the present mo- 
tion is denied,’”’ Judge Priest says, “the 
defendant will never have had an op- 
portunity to have his defense passed 
on.”* 

In regard to the allegations made as 
to Judge Woodson’s “‘errors,”’ the City 
Counselor said, in his motion: 


“The effort here (of the company) is 
simply to ask one of the Judges (Wood- 
son) who wrote a concurring opinion 
at the former hearing, to amend his 
opinion to state that he did not mean 
what he said, that he did not concur in 
the majority opinion, though he said 
that he did. The effort is to persuade 
the Justice to reverse himself, and that 
i¢ all that this motion amounts to. It 
is not an effort to correct a clerical, 
error.”’ 


Taken up Paragraphs. 
Daues cites paragraphs from Judge 
Woodson's concurring opinion, to show 
that he passed on all the issues involved 
in the case, particularly the question 
of “double taxation,”’ which, Priest has 
alleged, was not duly considered. 


Daues said to the Post-Dispatch corre-

Judge Reads State Department Let- 
ter to Von Bernstorff, Despite 
Protests From German Embassy. 
NORFOLK, V34., May 12.—When the 
proceedings to determine possession 
of the captured British liner Appam, 
brought as a German prize ‘to this 
port were begun in the Federal Court 
here today, Judge Waddill over the 
protest of the German Embassy, 
made public for the first time 
the State Department’s communh- 
ication of March 2 to Am- 
bassador von  Bernstorff. It dis- 
closed that the Department con- 
sidered the case as one in- 
volving legal questions to the decided 
by the courts, and contrary to what 
has heretofore been generally under- 
stood, expressed the view that the 
Appam did not fall within the pro- 
tecting clauses of the Prussian-Amer- 
ican treaty.

Language of Latest American 
Note Immaterial, Is View 
of German Press. 


SETTLEMENT APPROVED 


Avoidance of Breach Is Chief 
Thing, Says the Frank- 
furter Zeitung. 


BERLIN, via London, Mi.y 12.—‘‘So 
long as the United States really takes 
steps to force Great Britain to observe 
the rules and obligations of international 
law and treaties, it is immaterial wheth- 
ec the action is due to Germany’s ‘ex- 
pectation’ that this will be done, or 
whether it is done independently of 
any German wish or request. The main 
thing is that it be done.” 

That is the general summing up of 
the press comments here of Secretary 
Lansing’s explanation of the American 


answer to the German note. 

The Vossiche Zeitung puts it as fol- 
lows: 

“Secretary Lansing says: 

‘“ ‘We will not let it appear as if we 
were permitting ourselves to be impelled 
by German ~vressure to make serious 
representations to London, but we shall 
make those representations.’ ”’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger understands Sec- 
retary Lansing’s statement to mean that 
the State Departm’-t has no further 
quarrel with Germany. 

“U. S. Compelled to Act.” 

“Secretary Lansing’s reference to En- 
land's treaty obligations toward Amer- 
ica,” the papers says, ‘“‘would have no 
sense if he did not think that England 
had not observed these. Hence he must 
be convinced that England had violaied 
these obligations and that America nat- 
urally is compelled to act.” 

The Morgen Post publishes a st:1k- 
ingly conciliatory and mild article which, 
while renewing the accusations against 
American neutrality, refutes “‘those orit- 
ics who declared that President Wilson 
desired a breach.” 

Reventiow Unreconciled. 

Count von Reventlow of the Tages 
Zeitung is still unreconciled. His com- 
iment is along the already familiar lines. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung is not pleased 
with the tone of the American answer, 
hut says that is immaterial. 

“The chief thing,’’ it says, “is that 
cur empire’s leaders have achieved their 
purpose. We may now assume that ‘he 
German Empire’ will remain at pexce 
with the United States, disappoint'ng ‘he 
dearest hones of our enemies.”’ 


U. S. te Inquire Into Punishment of 
U-Boat Commander. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secretary 
lansing indicated yesterday that the 
United States might make inquiries of 
the German Government regarding the 
punishment imposed upon the command- 
er of the submarine that damaged ihe 

steamer Susex. 

It was not disclosed how the inquiry 
would be made. State Department of- 
ficlals were not prepared today to say 
whether the department would insist 
upon any specific degree of punishment 
being inflicted upon the commander. 
There are humerous precedents for mak- 
ing such an inquiry. Germany during 
trouble in China insisted upon the execu- 
tion of certain persons in the presence 
of a German officer. Secretary Lansing 
also indicated that the United States 
might make inquiries regarding the pi'n- 
ishment inflicted by the Austrian Gov- 
ernment upon the submarine comman<er 
that sank the Italian steamship Ancona 
and also in case of the liner Arabic. 


Tageblatt Says Germany Will Not 
Anawer American Note. 
COPENHAGEN, via London, May 12.— 
According to the Berlin Tagebiatt, Ger- 
many will not send a reply to the last 
American note, but the German Govern- 
ment will confer with Ambassador Ger- 


ard in regard to it. 


HIGHEST TUBERCULOSIS DEATH 
RATE IN POORER DISTRICTS 


Public Health Service Report Gives 
Result of Exhaustive Testa; 
Growing Cities Make Best Showing. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The close re- 
lation of poverty to tuberculosis is em- 
phasized in a report today of the Pub- 
lic Health Service, after an extensive 
investigation in many cities. One-sixth 
or all tuberculosis cases, it declares, de- 
velop in cheap lodging houses and one- 
fifth are traceable to occupational haz- 
ards and bad wurking conditions. 

Statistics from Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burg are cited. In the former city's 
tenement district tuberculosis mortality 
was found to de three times as great 
as in the-better sections and the average 
monthly income of 197 families in which 
cases were found was computed at $57. 
Much the same condition was discovered 
in Pittsburg.

IRISH EXPORTS FOR 1914 
SHOW CONSIDERABLE INCREASE 


DUBLIN, Ireland, May 11.—Irish ex- 
ports have increased considerably on ac- 
count of the war. The official returns 
for 1914 shdw a total of 77,300,000 pounds, 
an increase of 2,501,000 pounds over 191}, 
due almost entirely to shipbuilding at 
Belfast. 

It is a curious feature of the report 
that, although 3! per cent of the Irish 
exports are represented by farm produce 
and foodstuffs, "7 per cent of Ireland's 
73,000,000 pounds of import should be 
food, and the Dep:rtment of Agrisulture 
comments pointedly on the fact that a 
food-producing country should be annu- 
ally importing great quantities of farm 
produce, much of which is admirably 
suited for raising at home. 

On the whole, the report is regarded as 
a gratifying record of continued pros- 
ress in Ireland. ‘The total imports and 
exports of Ireland now represent a high- 
er per capita value than the average for 
the United Kingdom, the United States, 
France or Germany.

Henry G. Kersting, president of the 
German-American Alliance of St: Louis, 
will be a candidate for Congress in the 
Tenth District against Jacob E. Meeker, 
the present Congressman. Fred Essen 
of Clayton also has announced as a 
candidate. 

Kersting’s father was forced to leave 
Germany to escape political persecu- 
tion. The younger Kersting has been 
active in the German propaganda in 
this country. He announced as candi- 
date for Congress two years ago, but 
withdrew in favor of Meeker, who after- 
ward succeeded in getting him a job 
making anti-prohibition speeches. 


Wulff Is Active. 

Wulff, in furtherance of his political 
ambitions, has been attending all of 
the political meetings in St. Louis tre- 
cently.

Nonpartisan League” Ap- 
proving Its Work. 


Communication Follows Talk 
That Justice Hughes Might Be 
Acceptable 40 Progressives. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
OYSTER BAY, N. Y., May 12. _Follow- 


ing the talk that Justice Hughes might 
be acceptable to the Progressives under 
certain conditions as a unity candidate, 
Col. Roosevelt has issued what politi- 
cians regard as a virtual declaration of 
his own candidacy for the presidential 
nomination. 


It takes the form of a- reply es a 
communication from the Roosevelt Non- 
Partisan League, informing the Colonvl 
that, in the opinion of the league, “e 
is “the strongest available man as 
leader,’’ and the only one who “has any 
chance of being elected.” 

The reply is sent to Guy Emerson, 
national secretary of the league, and 
says: 

‘“‘As you know, I have refuged to in- 
dorse the use of my rame in the pri- 
maries or in any way to enter any fac- 
tional contest which has for its object 
my nomination in Chicago in June. You 
also know that I have emphaticallv 
stated that it would be unwise to nomi- 
nate me unless with the full under- 
standing that such nomination means 
the hearty indorsement of the principles 
for which I stand—the principles set 
forth in the Chicago speech (delivered 
April 29) to which you refer.’’ 


League Represents His Principles. 

Further on in his letter Roosevelt 
says: 

“Your league emphasizes its devotion 
to those principles and supports me only 
as representing those principles. This 
is emphatically the proper attitude to 
tnke; and because this is your attitude 
und because you are working in this 
spirit, I very earnestly approve your 
work. 

“The safety of this country depends 
upon our immediate, serious and vig r- 
ous effort to square our words with our 
deeds and to secure our own national! re- 
uabilitation. 

“The slumbering patriotism 
teople must be awakened and translaicd 
into concrete and efficient action. The 
nwakening must be to a sense of 1.a- 
tional and international duty and re- 
sponsibility.”’ 


Question of League's Strength,

velt Nonpartisan League is a debatable 
point.

Making allowance for Roosevelt’s skill 
as a political manipulator and assenting 
to the possibility that he must be feared 
until the nomination is made, Repub- 
licans of the firrt rank are of the opin- 
ion that Hughes will be nominated and 
that his chances are increasing every 
day. 

Taft’s Stand is a Factor. 

Chief among this type are former 
President Taft, whose friends here have 
the best first-hand reason to believe 
that, in advance of the convention, he 
will proclaim’ publicly his advocacy of 
the nomination of Hughes. The former 
President already has instanced his ap- 
proval of the movement rapidly ex- 
tending througnout the country to se- 
lect the former New York Governor, 
whom he appointer to the Supreme 
Ccurt, as the standard ‘bearer in the 
coming contest. 

Supporters of -toosevelt will express 
their skepticism as to the purpose, of 
Taft until he decides to make public 
the views he has communicated to per- 
sons in his confidence here. The former 
President has figured prominently in 
the calculations of Roosevelt and his 
supporters among the regulars. Some

Justice Hughes is unmistakably grati- 
fied by the interest displayed by Taft 
in the effort to induce him to leave 
the bench and to permit the use of his 
name before the convention. The Justice 
manifestly is surprised at the extraordi- 
nary interest regarding his availabil- 
ity as a candidate. Personally he has 
done nothing to encourage it. On the 
contrary, he has done much to restrain 
the activities of personal friends and 
Republican leaders in various sections 
of the country who have undertaken 
the task of promoting his presidential 
boom. 

Justice Day has been incapacitated 
physically since December, and the Sen- 
ate has held up the nomination of Louis 
D. Brandeis for 103 days. Consequently, 
the remaining Justices find little time 
to devote to current events outside of 
the business of the court itself and, 
least of all, Justice Hughes. 

Men who have sought to discuss mat- 
ters of political moment with him have 
found him skeptical as to the existence 
of any general demand among Repub- 
licans for his nomination. But it is 
their conclusion that the Justice wil 
accept the Republican nomination for 
the presidency if the majority of the 
985 delegates to the nominating conven- 
tion are sincerely of the opinion that 
his nomination is desirable. 


Declines to Seek the Place. 
But the Justice will not raise a finger

Application. of Cincinnati Firm 
Against Hamilton - Brown 
Concern Rejected. 


Judge Dyer in the United States Dis- 
trict Court this morning overruled a 
motion of Woolf Bros. & Co., sxoe man- 
ufacturers of Cincinnati; for a judgment 
‘or interest amounting to inore than 
$130,000 against the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. The Cincinnati concern asked 
for interest at 6 per cent on a judg- 
ment for $445,311.55 obtained in Judge 
Dyer’s court in 1911 against the Si. IL.ovis 
firm. 

The litigation grew out of a trademark 
controversy. Woolf Bros. & Ce, had 
been selling a brand of shoes known 
as “‘American Girl’’ and the Hamilton- 
Brown company put out shoes known as 
“American Lady.’’ This, the Cincinnati 
concern alleged, was a trademark in- 
fringement and a special master ap- 
pointed by Judge Dyer found in its fa- 
vor and an order was made according- 
ly. The judgment was sustained May 1 
by a decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The Supreme Court mandate said 
nothing about interest. Woolf Bros, & 
Co. alleged that this was an oversight 
and that it was entitled to 6 per cent 
from the time the original judgment was 
given. 


GERMAN SERGEANT AND TWO MEN 
CAPTURE AN ENTIRE COMPANY 


French Captain, Surprised in Bomb- 
Proof, Surrenders ‘Troops on 
Threat of Death. | 

BERLIN, May 12.—Sergt. Utecht of the 
Thirty-ninth Reserve Infantry Regiment,: 
in the early fighting around Verdun, 
made an entire French company prison- 
ers, according to advices received here. 
He was backed in his undertaking only 
by two Corpora'ls. 

Utecht was sent out on the second dav 
of the Verdun battle with a patrol to lo- 
cate the positions of the French troops, 
who had been driv en severai miles back 
from their original ‘positions and were 
endeavoring to form a new line in the 
woods north of Dovaumont. Wandering 
through the woods in the darkness, 
Utecht spied a light and heard voices 
proceeding from a bemb-proof and deter- 
mined with his two followers to attempt 
to surprise them and make them pris- 
oners. 

While the two Corporals stood ready 
with hand grenades and rifles. Utecht 
sprang down into the bomb-proof and 
seized the first surprised French officer 
by the arms, He proved to be a Captain 
of infantry. 

Utecht ordered the Captain, under 
threat of shooting him,.to send his com- 
pany an order to surrender. The Cap- 
tain actually sent the order to the com- 
pany to ‘fall in without arms in the 
clearing near the bomb- proot for sur- 
render, as we are surrounded.’ Utecht, 
holding the Captain and Lieutenant aa 
hostages at the muzzle of his revolver, 
was able to lead the entire company 
back to the battalion before the French- 
men discovered that they had been de- 
ceived. He received for his deed the 
Iron Cross, first class.

U, S$. WILL INSIST BRITAIN 
PASS HOSPITAL SUPPLIES 


Prepares Protest Against Weemal 
Refusal to Admit Red Cross 
Shipments to Germany. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.~—The Ameti- 
can Government is preparing to pro- 
test to Great Britain against its policy 
of refusing to allow the shipment of 
hospital s:pplies by the American Red 
Cross to Germany and her allies. Sec- 
retary Lansing has received a letter 
today from former President Taft. 
chairman of the Central Committee of 
the Red Cross, urging such action, and 
it was learned that the matter would be 
taken up with the British Government 
in the near future. 

Mr. Taft's letter revealed for the first 
time that Great Britain has formally 
declined to issue permits for shipments 
of supplies to the central Powers except 
when intended for American hospitai 
units. This exception, Mr. Taft wrote, 
Was worthless, because, on account of 
lack of funds, the Red Cross has main- 
tained no units in the belligerent coun- 
tries since last October. 

The Red Cross considers the attitude 
of the British Government,to be in vio- 
lations of the Geneva convention, to 
which the United States and all of the 
present belligerents are signatories, ard 
holds that the American Government 
has the right to insist upon observance 
of the treaty.

“You see these’ little things, looking 
for all the world like hornets, apparent- 
1} exactly over your head. You hear 
a whistling sound, lie on the ground 
flat on your fe - and wait fer the ex- 
plesion which centres about three seconds 
efter you first hear the bemb coming.

I can tell you, you doa tot of thinking 
in thoge three seconds, in@ each time 
you feel as though the bomb wes going 
to hit y w right in the small of the 
back. 

Drepped 16 Bombs. 

“They drepped 16 bombs that morn- 
ings but no one Was burt, though one 
dropped within 50 feet of where I w.s 
lying. By the way, please understand 
that it was merely by rare good luck 
that we, @ foreign section, were allowed | 
to cover such a dangerous section for 
two weeks. It is absolutely certain that 
we won't ever have a chance to do eny-j. 
thing lke this as it is a matter 
of pride with the French to put their 


‘own sections in the most dangerous 


places. From now’ on our work will 
probably bo very much too sa’>. 

“My first day ’ can give as a fair 
sample of each day that we spent ar 
this base. After the air attack we 
started out and were on th> road until] 
8 the :ext-morning. We went to the 
trenches twice and took wounded froin 
towns under bombardment six times. 
It ig surprising how quickly you be- 
come adapted to shell fire. 

\“For the first hour er so you keep 
figuring out your chances of being hit 
in the particular place where you are 
and after that you kecome perfectly 


i fatalistic. 


Shots KiH Six Men. 

“In the first town we helped evacuate 
in the morning, a shell burst in the 
street immediately In front of us, killing 
six men and two horses. This sight and 
that of two German aviators who were 
brought down itn their machines by 
French fire are the most shocking 
things I have ever seen. 

“One plece of the shell which broke 
in front of us hit our machine, tearing 
the tire to piecer and taking a piece 
out of our mud guard. We had to stop 
for 15 minutes and get fixed up, which 
wasn’t at all pleasant, ag we stopped 
right in the place where the men had 
been killed. The mutilation to both 
men and horses was absolutely unspeak- 
able. ee ee 
“Well, to make a long story short, we 
had two weeks of this kind of thing. 
It was the most wonderful experience 
I have ever had in my life, particularly 
a» you are actually saying at least 10 
lives a day. 

Hospital in Ruins. 
“For instance, we came back to a hos- 


pital in a bombarded town fer the third 


time and found it in ruins, Almost all 
the wounded ~ho had not been already 
taken out by us—and there were about 
49 of them—weére killed. if we had had 
six more men drive machines they 
would have all been saved. 

"Some of the men in the section fi- 
nally broke down under the strain, and 
MWe had to be moved in. One fellow, 
Ganut, managed to pick up cerebro 
spinal meningitis and died three days 
later. He was a fine man, and it was 
very sad. 

“The work agreed with me. I have 
gained 10 pounds since I have been 
over here and am in fine condition, We 
are comfortably and cleanly fixed here 
fn a beautiful place belonging to Mr. 
Panhard, the automobile man. I won't 
be in a dangerous position again all the 
time I am over here.’’

CHICAGO, May 12.—Word was re- 
ceived here early today of the death last 
night of William A. Gardner, president 
of the Chicago & Northwestern Rai!- 
road, at his summer home at Osterville, 
Mass. He had been in poor health for 
some time and had- gone East for rest 
and treatment. 

Gardner, who was about 65 years old, 
was born at Gargner, Ill. He began 
his railroad eareer with the Chicago & 
Alton and went with the Northwestern 
in 1878 in the train dispatchers’ depart- 
ment. He was chosen prcsident of the 
Chicago & Northwestern about five 
years ago.

SERNNENT NAN 
IRISH RIOT SPEECH 


‘You Are Letting Loose a River 
of Blood Between Two 
Races,’’ He Says. 


REFERS TO SOUTH AFRICA 


Says What Is Needed, Is Not 
Militarism, but Way to Hearts 
of Irish People. 


LONDON, May 12.—John Dillon, one 
of the most respected o fthe National- 
ists, but often one of the bitterest an- 
tagonists of British rule, attacked the 
Government in fhe House of Commons 
in a speech yesterday, which for bitter 
denunciation has not been surpassed 
at Westminster since Parnell’s days. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne intimated 


ita the House of Lords that the disarma- 


ment of all Ireland will be undertaken. 
This would mean the disarmament of 
the Ulster and Nationalist volunteers, 
and whether that can be done depends 
on Sir Edward Carson and John Red- 
mond more than on any other individ- 
uals. 

The House of Commons negatived 
without division Dillon's motion demand- 
ing,\that the Government should imme- 
Giately declare its intentions. The 
House of Lords adopted, without divis- 
ion, Lord Loreburn’s motion express- 
ing dissatisfaction with the Govern- 
ment’s management of Ireland. 

Dillon, in his speech, said that the 
fact that nine out of ten people in Ire- 
land were on the side of the Govern- 
ment. was due to the life work of the 
Nationalists, and now the present rule 
was “washing out that life work in a 
sea of blood.” 

Out of the whole of Ireland, Dillon con- 
tinued, there were only four or five 
spots where there was insurrection, yet 
the whole country was under martial 
law and there was absolutely no trace 
The Irish 
people, he declared, would refuse to ac- 
cept the well-known high character of 
Gen. Maxwell as the sole guarantee of 


their liberties, and if the military. rule} 


was to be continued, the Government 
‘had better get ready 100,000 men to gar- 
rison the country. 

“Tf Ireland were governed by men out 
o* Bedlam,” shouted Dillon, they could 
not pursue a more insane policy. You 
are letting loose a@ river of blood be- 
tween two races, which, after 300 years 
of hatred we had nearly succeeded in 
bringing together. You are washing out 
our whole life work in a sea of blood.” 

Dillon. charged that men had been 
threatened with death unless they gave 
evidence against comrades. In one case 
a boy of 15 was orderec. to give evi- 
dence. 

He said: “I won't,” 
said: ‘“‘You will be shot.” 
plied: “Shoot away!’’ 

The boy was blindfolded and then 
again was asked to inform, but replied: 
“Nol? He was then made to hear the 
click of rifles. Afterward the bandages 
were taken from his eyes and he was 
sent home. After describing this inci- 
dent Dillon said: 

“T call that damnable and intolerable!”’ 

Relating further incidents, Dillon con- 
tinued: 

‘‘Another man said: ‘Shoot me, for I 
have killed three of your soldiers.’’ That 
may horrify some of the honorable 
members here, but I am proud of these 


men.

Cries of “Shame.” 
This remark met witu loud cries of 


‘“Shame!”’ but the speaker went on: 

“Tl am proud of their courage, and 
if the English people had not been 80 
dense they would have these people 
fighting for them.’ 

Dillon contrasted the treatment of Ire- 
land and South Africa. It was recog- 
nized, he said, that these men were 
the victims of misdirected enthusiasm. 
What ‘vas wanted was not a military 
bill for Ireland, but a means to find a 
way to the hearts of the Irish people. 
The Government then would obtain the 
best troops in the world. 

Among the personal incidents Dillon 
related was one concerning hi; son. He 
said: 

‘Yesterday my son, 17% years of age, 
applied for a military pass to go to 
Kingstown: He was asked his name 
and college and was grossly insulted 
by a British officer, who refused the 
pass. This son had asked permission 
on his seventeenth birthday ‘*o join the 
British army. I gave him leave to en- 
list when he became 18. He will never 
join it now, and there are tens of thou- 
sonds of others in similar cases. 

“After all, it is our country, although 
you look upon it as a sort of back gar- 


den, which you can trample into dust| 


without .consideration.”’ 

Premier Asquith cpened in grave 
tcnes in reply to Mr. Dillon. He ex- 
pressed deep regret that the member 
in most parts of his speech had for- 
gotten some of the elementary rules 
of justice which ought to be a guid- 
ance in dealing with such a serious 
situation.

The Premier appealed to the House 


t> remember the infinite mischief 
done at a moment when he was still 
hepeful that even this might lead to 
something like a greater approxima- 
tion of sympathy among all classes 
of Irishmen. When Dillon sppke of 
the rebellion having been drowned in 
a sea of blood, some regard must be 
paid to the actual facts, he said. It 
was impossible, he added, to measure 
life for life in such circumstances, 
but he must refer to the actual cas-

OTTAWA, Ont., May 12.—B. F. Yoa- 
kum, former chairman of the board of 
the Frisco Railroad, is expected to’take 
the stand today in the investigation of 


P-}the Canadian Shell Commission graft 


scandal, following the cross-examination 
of E. D. Cadwell of the American Am- 
munition Co. He testified yesterday that 
Yoakum was to get $475,000 in connection 
with the sale of munitions to the com- 
mission. 

Cadwell admitted that an agreement 
had been made for the division of $1,- 
000,000 commission for trouble in nego- 
tiating the contract with the Canadian 
Shell Committee. In the negotiations he 
Was associated with E. W..Bassick and 
Yoakum, he said. 

“Why a commission,” asked Attorney 
Helmuth, “when you were.al]l partners? 
Why did you not take an ordinary divi- 
sion of the profits?’ 

Cadwell’s explanation was that other 
Parties were to benefit by the contracts 
and share in the work, and it was felt 
that those who had “landed it’’ would be 
compensated first. The proposal, the 
witness said, gave rise to a heated dis- 
cussion. 

“I let them fight it out,” said Cad- 
well. “Bassick had the letter from the 
committee guaranteeing the order, and 
he threatened to give it back. This 
brought them to time. 

“Yoakum, however, persuaded Bassick 
that he ought to get most on the agree- 
ment because he had initiated the deal 
and had been prepared to put his money 
into it.’’ 

The final agreement, Cadwell 
plained, was that Yoakum was to get 
$475,000 and Bassick $275,000, while $250,- 
000 was to go to himself. This money 
was to come out of payments for the 
fuses as delivered. 

In the speech made by G. W. Kyte in 
Parliament it was alleged that the $1,- 
000,000 divided was the advance from 
the Shell Committee, but afterward 
Kyte said that it was to be from profits 
on the transaction. 

The American Ammunition Co. was 
then formed and E. B. Cadwell & Co., 
subscribed for 80 per cent of the stock, 
while C. R. Flint & Co. of New York 
took 20 per cent. 

“Just at this time,’’ Cadwell proceed- 
ed, “Yoakum indicated his desire to par- 
ticipate. He wanted to know how much 
stock he was going to get. I informed 
him it would have to be a small par- 
ticipation, as there were 4 good many 
people interested in my company. 

“I thought the contract a good one 


and that Yoakum was getting all he was 
entitled to by waywof commission with- 
out getting stock as well. 

“However, he got participation to the 
extent of 1 per cent. I took it out of 
F'lint’s 20 per cent and not out of our 


Asked why Yoakum did not get more, 
Cadwell answered: ‘“‘He got a big com- 
mission and I would not give him any 


more.”’ 
Cadwell admitted that, though his 


company had the plant and experts, and 
had followed the advice of the War Of- 
fice, they were not able to turn out 


time fuses. 

Out of 20 lots, 18 had ben rejected, or 
a total of 42,000 fuses. Much of the dif- 
ficulty he attributed to the sub-con- 
tractors.

at the spot he found that soldiers al- 
ready had taken the officer away. 
Skeffington was arrested, his widow’s 
statement continues, although unarmed 
and unresisting, and on Tuesday was 
taken to Portobello Barracks and shot, 
without a trial, no priest being sum- 
moned to attend him. 

Mrs. Skeffington declares that her 
statement can be corroborated by other 
witnesses. Her husband, she says, was 
the victim of a gross miscarriage of 
justice under guise of martial law. He 
took no part in the rebellion and tried 
to prevent looting, and was shot without 
pretense of a trial. When she last saw 
her husband alive he had called a meet- 
ing to 'stop the looting and was wait- 
ing to see if anyone would attend it. 
From private sources, Mrs. Skeffing- 
ton says, she received the following ac- 
count of her husband's < :ath: 


“Skeffington refused to be blindfolded 
and met death with a smile, saying that 
the authorities would find after his 
death they had made a mistake. He 
put his hand to his eyes and a bullet 
passed through his hand and into his 
brain."’ 

The widow declares that she received 
no notification of her husband's death 
and that she wa® refused any informa- 
tion concerning him. When two of her 
sisters went to the barracks and made 
inquiry concerning Skeffington, they 
were put under temporary arrest. 

@n Friday night, following the exe- 
eution of her husband, a large military 
force, according to Mrs. Skeffington, 
surrounded her residence, fired without 
warning on her windows, burst open the 
doors and placed her and her son, aged 
7, under arrest and for three hours ran.- 
sacked the house. 

Three days later they again raided 
the house and made prisoner her maid, 


iwho was detained for nearly a week. 


Unknown to her, her husband's body 
was dug up from d@he- Portobello cem.- 
etery and transferred to Glasnevin cem- 
etery. " 

Before calling the anti-looting meet- 
ing, Mrs. Skeffington asserts that her 
husband, by personal appeals, had 
stopped some looting. The widow in 
her statement demands the fullest in- 
quiry into Mr. Skeffington’s death, at 
which she will be legally represented.

Claim that it is almost impossible to 
induce first-class boxers to senne there 
and risk their reputations as the re- 
sult of an official decision, unless 
they are paid an exorbitant amount 
for their services and the hazard. 
There was a time when boxers were 
willing to take some of the chances, 
but the better they are now the less 
Chance they seem willing to take. 
Most of the good ones want guaran- 
tees, and generally add a clause in 
the agreement providing that they be 
given the option of taking a percent- 
age of the gross receipts in the event 
that it urns out to be more than the 
guarantee. The only man taking the 
risk these days is the promoter, and 
should he, by reason of being a good 
manager and advertiser aed excep- 
tionally fortunate, secure a good at- 
tendance at his show he is obliged to 
divide the results of his personal ef- 
forts with the boxers. This would be 
all right if the boxers would guaran- 
tee to do their part in making the 
show a success, but all most of 
them do is to appear, go through with 
their bout, and get the money. Some 
of them earn it: many do not. 
Boxers who give the public a run 


foritsmonéy are worthall that can 
i} be paid them within reason, and if the 


) promoter is known to be doing all he 
can to make the show a. sucess the 
boxer is entitled to a fair share of 
what he can draw at the gate, Dut 
no more. Conditions must overn, 
and in cities where only Ilimited- 
round, no-decision bouts are permit- 
ted it is up to the boxers to co-op- 
erate with the promoters on a fair 
basis.

AMEND THREE TERMINAL BILLS 


Provides for $3 Charge for Each Free 
Bridge Car Using 1000- 
Foot Strip. 

The Board of Aldermen was notified 
today by City Counselor Daues that it 
has power to amend any of the three 
terminal bills which were prepared by 

the Board of rublic Service. 

There is general opposition to a clause 
in bill 32. which leaves the way open 
for the Terminal Association to charge 
$3 for each passenger car that uses a 
1000-foot strip of track in getting from 
the municipal free bridge approach at 
Eighth and Gratiot streets, to the 
Twelfth street yards of the Terminal. 

Aldermen attempted to have the bill 
killed at its introduction, on the theory 
that it was a Board of Public Service 
bill and therefore could not be amended 
by the Aldermen under a provision of 
the new city. charter. 

The measures were prepared jointly 
by the Service Board and officials wf 
the Terminal Association in conferencé. 

The Service Board members formally 
approved the form of each, but did not 
transmit them to the Aldermen as offi- 
cial board bills. They were introduced 
by Aldermen at the request of Service 
Board members. One measure provides 
for the transfer of levee tracks from 
the Terminal to the city, and the third 
would vacate streets in the Ranken 
tract for the convenience of the Ter- 
minal Association.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A regular 
army of 206,000 men at peace strength, 
capable of expansion to 24,000 men in 
time of war, was agreed upon today 
by House and Senate conferees on the 


army reorganization dill, first of the 
big national defense measures. 

The report will be submitted to both 
branches of Congress for ratification 
next week. 

In the agreement on the regular army 
the Senate bill s-stem of organization 
was retained as a substitute for the 
House system, which would have re- 
cruited a maximum army of 140,000 
men.

The regular line of the army, the bill 


now provides, can never go below 160,- 
000, and Hs maximum strength in time 
of peace would be 175,000 officers and 
men.

NEW YORK, May 13.—The greatest

Leonard Wood and Rear-Admiral 
sachaniel R. Usher, were greeted 
with roars of applause.

Authorities in this country on Irish af- 
fairs say that he was one of the original 
organizers of the Irish volunteers in 
November, 1913, in Dublin. 

At the outbreak of the war McDer- 
mott, comparatively a young man, was 
editor of Trish Freedom, a Dublin jour- 
nal, ardently opposed to recruiting 
among the Irish for the British army, 
and which was suppressed for its att!- 
tude on this subject. 

McDermott. who has never been in 
the United States, was a leading ath- 
lete in Ireland during sis vouth. During 
a visit of Queen Mary to Dublir several 
years ago, McDermott, his friends de- 
clare, was arrested during a disturbance 
and so roughly handled by the police 
that he was removed to a hospital, re- 
maining there for some weeks and be- 
coming permanently injured.

HARM IN MERGER, 
DRUG MAN SAYS 


Director of United Drug Co. 
Testifies of Employing Su- 
preme Court Nominee. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Re“nened 
hearing before the Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee investigating the fitness of 
Louis D. Brandeis for the Supreme 
bench began and ended yesterday with 
the introduction of testimony regarding 
Brandeis’ connection as counsel with 
the merger last January of the United 
Drug Co. and the Riker-Hagerman Drug 
Stores Co., and a statement by Commis- 
sioner Harlan that Brandeis’ services 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the 6 per cent advance rate case 
were eminently satisfactory. 

The subcommittee, which already has 
recommended, by a vote of 3 to 2 con- 
firmation of the Brandeis’ nomination, 
will draft a supplementary repyrt when 
the new evidence has been printed. 
There was no indication today ag to 
when a vote in the full cornmittee 
might be expected. 


Saw No Harm in Merger, 

Louls K. Liggett of Boston, a director 
ef the United Drug Co.; Frederick E.

Question’ of Charter Violation 
Considered in Cases of C. S. 
Eggerman and C. S. Luce. 


¢harlés E. Swingley, Director of 
Public Safety, whe demanded the 
resignation of Charles §. Eggmani, 
his private secretaty, on account of 
Eggmann’s refusal, as a member of 
the Republican City Committee to 
vete fer the indorsement of John E. 
Swanger for Governor, did not appear 
at his office in the city hall this 
morning. Swingley was not at his 
office all day yesterday, and could 
not be reached by a reporter by tele- 
phone. 

The city Charter provides that 
every city ofifcial holding an ofice 
with an annual salary shall take an 
oath that he will be influenced only 
by consideration of fitness in the ap- 
pcintment, promotion, demotion, sus- 
pension or discharge of offiters or 
ersployes.

The only penalty for violating the 
prevision oo the city charter is re- 
meval from office. Charles 8S. Luce, 
who was fired from the Street De- 
rartment by Street Commissioner 
Slater was in the classified service, 
and his discharge by Slater for po- 
litical reasons is considered clearly @ 
viclation of the city charter. 

City Counselor Daues said today that 
while the dicharge of city employes for 
political reasons was a violation of the 
spirit of the charter, even where the 
employes were not subject to classi- 
fied service, neither the Circuit Attor- 
ney nor the Prosecuting Attorney had 
any authority to institute a prosecution 
of an official for violation of the char- 
ter. 


Punishment Considered Unlikely. 
Daues said that he had not had the 


time to investigate the charter provi- 
sions to ascertain whether an official 
could be punished for violating the 
charter by discharging an employe for 
political reasons.

Heink asserted that men 
had tried to stop the war but have fajl- 
ed through processes of intellectualism, 
patriotism or egotism, but that women, 
through emotionalism and sense of the 
great wrong of war, if they could 
be aroused, would demand that war 
stop and that they would not be reason- 
ed out of it. 

Heink declared in his address to 
women that patience with the war had 
ceased to be a virtue and that, it is 
not only woman’s right to demand that 
it be stopped, but that it is her mission 
yes, her duty, to see that wholesale 
murder (falsely parading under the cloak 
of patriotism and under the less vicious- 
ly appearing word “war” is banish- 
ed forever from earth’s surface.

Consular dispatches today said the 
only Mexican troop movements of im- 
portance in the border region were the 
dispatch of forces from Sonora into the 
Yaqui Valley where Indians are threat- 
ening new outbreaks and the move- 
ments of parts of the Saltillo garrison 
into the Big Bend vicinity to check 
bandit raids. 


Funston “ASS Alleged Interview 
With Him Is Wholly False, 


EL PASO, Tex., May 13.—Maj. Gen. 
Funston, before leaving here last 
night, said that an alleged interview 
with him, printed in the Brooklyn 
Eagle, was false in every particular, 
from top to bottom. He was much ex- 
ercised over the publication and em- 
ployed the strongest language at his 
command to emphasize his denial. 

In the purported interview he was 
quoted as saying that if the army had 
had co-operation from Washington, 
Villa would have been dead and the 
troops back at their posts long ago, 
and that the whole situation was so 
bag he had to go into his bathroom 
and lock the door’for opportunity to 
express his real feelings with. safe- 
ty. An attempt was made to convey 
the impression that Funston had of- 
fered to resign rather than withdraw 
his forces from Mexico.

MAJ, LANGHORNE 
IN DASH T0 TRY 10 
SURPRISE BANDITS 


Expected to Be Fifty Miles Into 
Mexico With Cavalry 
Squadron by Tonight. 


MARATHON, Tex., May  13.—Maj. 
George T. Langhorne and his flying 
squadron of the Eighth Cavalry are 
dashing over the white-sanded hills in 
Mexico today in an effort to surprise 
the Mexican raiders of Glenn Springs 
and Boquillas. They are trying to res- 
cue alive, if possible, Jesse Deemer and 
two other Americans, John Woodson 
end and F. Balsworth, according to in- 
formation reaching here today. 

The crossing was made yesterday and 
military men here believe that by to- 
night Maj. Langhorne will have cov- 
ered 50 miles in the chase after the 
bandits, who last were reported at a 
point 70 miles south of the border from 
Boquillas, in an abandoned cave. 

Close behind Maj. Langhorne is Col. 
A. C. Macomb and a datchment of te 
Fourteenth Cavalry, whose business it 
will be to furnish supplies and forage 
to Langhorne and to fight off snipers.

IN LITTLE DANGER

PERSHING’S HEADQUARTERS, 
May 5, via Columbus, N. M., May 13.— 
Despite rumors that the American 
forces are surrounded, menacec on all 
sides and in a trap, there is less dan- 
ger here than along the bordes. 

The American troops are scattered 
along a line nearly 300 miles long, but 
no large force of Mexicans could up- 
rroach without sufficient warning to 
enable each base to concentrate nien at 
any certain point. 

So far in this campaign no artillery 
bas been used, no trenches have been 
dug except for defense purposes at a 
few of the bases, and the bayvonet has 
been used in rare instances—chicfly be- 
cause the enemy ran too fast.

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IRRIGATION DAM 
S COMPLETED 


Blocks Canyon of Rio Grande, 
Forming Greatest Storage 
Reserve in World. 


By Associated Press. 

ELEPHANT rUTTE, N. M., May 13.— 
Work was completed here today on the 
Elephant <‘u..e Dam, a United States 
reclamation project, which, by dam- 
ming the Rio Grande River, forms the 
greatest storage reserve In the world. 
Construction began five years ago. The 
reservoir will feed an irrigation system 
that will <vater 185,000 acres of land in 
New Mexico, Texas and Mexico. The 
dam blocks a canyon of the Rio Grande, 
120 miles north of El] )’aso. 

It is the fifth of the Government’s big 
irrigation projects and will store the 
entire flow aud flood of ths river. The 
reservoir will hold 115,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of water, which, reclamation serv- 
ice experts say, would cover the State 
of Delaware to *» dept! of two feet. 


Dam 318 Feet High. 
The dam stands 318 feet High and is 


1574 feet long. It provides a roadway 
across the canyon 16 feet wide and at 
its vase is 235 feet thick. 

Territcry to be irrigated by the reser- 
voir lies in four valleys. For each of 
these a diversion dam and main canals 
are being constructed. Twenty-five 
thousand acres of the land is on the 
Mexico side of the river, near Juarez. 
More than half*of it is virgin, with 2 
small acreage uwned by the Govern- 
ment. 

The Government bcfore ceginning 
construction of the dam laid out a town 
equipped with modern conveniences, n 
electric lights, -’ater and sewerage; 
stores, schools, hospitals, ho.els and a 
theater. At times as many as 4000 per- 
sons lived in the town, whose govern- 
ment was entirely under the jurisdic- 
tion of the engineers. A railway was 
‘ ‘tructed through 13 miles of rough 
cc-- ‘ry to connect the town with a 
main line railroad.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., May 
13.—By a vote of 447 to 280 the Meth- 
odist General Conference today elim- 
inated that part of the report of the 
commission on social service which 
declared that a preference should be 
given union labor in all matters af- 
fecting employment “insofar as its 
methods are just, and insofar as the 
rights of unorganized men are not 
infringed upon.” r 

The proposal in the report involved 
abandoning the “open shop” policy 
which has prevailed in the publish- 
ing plants of the Methodist Book 
Concern. 

Members who play cards, dance and 
attend the theaters will no longer 
be Hable to expulsion if recommend- 
ations made by <s subcommittee of 
the general conference. which has 
been considering the question of 
amusements are adopted by the com- 
mittee of the state of the church and 
later by the conferencc. The report 
was offered to the main committee 
late yesterday and after an acrimo- 
nious discussion, action was deferred 
urtil Monday. 

By a vote of 1° to 8, the subcom- 
mittee recommended the elimination 
from the book cf discipline of the 
clause prohibiting these amusements, 
and offered as a substitute an addi- 
ticnal paragraph in which warning 
is made against these diversions. The 
effect of the proposed change is to 
remove the absolute prohibition, but

18 WOMENCOURTED 
BY BLUE BEARD OF 
HUNGARY MISSING 


Three Bodies Found in Room 
and Show He Had Promised 
to Wed 74. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Evening Post. 
BERLIN, via Amsterdam, May 13.— 

That Bela Kiss, the Hungarian Blue- 
beard, was engaged to, or at least had 
promised to marry, no fesse than 74 
women, was disclosed by letters. taken 
today from his former housekeeper, 
with whom he had left them to bs 
given to the authorities in case of his 
death. 

According to Budapest dispatches, the 
police already have the names of 18 
women he courted, not one of whom has 
been found, and some are known to 
have been long missing. It is alleged 
that Kiss confined his attention to 
servants or peasant women, who had 
saved a little money. 

Seven mysterious five-foot, tin-cov- 
ered, sealed cases were found in Kiss’ 
storeroom in the village of Cinkota. 
Four of them have been opened. Three 
contained the bodies of as many wom- 
en, each fully dressed, the bodies 
wound about, trussed up with thin rope, 
a tough cord around each neck and a 
handkerchief in every mouth. The 
fourth case contained several women’s 
dresses. One dress has béen recognized 
as having belonged to Grete Toth, 2 
years old, a cook, who disappeared 10 
years ago. Another dress was identified 
by Vivian Stefaulot as that of a long- 
lost daughter. 

Only one body has been identified, 
that of Katherine Vargo, a _ servant, 
who always carried her little savings of 
$100. She disappeared four years ago. 

Corp. Majda testified that he saw Kiss 
die in a hospital in Valkovo, Servia. 
Another witness swore that he heard 
from: Kiss last November, months after 
he was reported dead in Servia. 

Kiss was tall, had a blond beard, was 
39 years old, and it is said women fell 
in love with him on sight. It is pre- 
sumed that he exerted something like 
hypnotic influence on them. 

The police believe they already have 
evidence pointing to the murder of at 
least eight women, and they have rea- 
son to believe that many more were his 
victims.

They were revealed by Heliodorus, 
the “Mad Monk of Tsaritsyn,"’ a fan- 
tastic leader of the masses of the Volga 
region who has figured prominently in 
the Rasputin case. 

It is disclosed that Heliodorus, who 
disappeared from Russia some time ago, 
is a refugee in Christiani2z. Although 
once on the best of terms with Ras- 
putin, he finally turned against him 
and denounced him as wielding a crim- 
inal influence and undertook to warn 
the imperial court of thir ‘‘dangerous 
fiend.’"” The result of this attack on 
the Emperor's favorite was that Heli- 
edorus himself was cast into a monas- 
tery prison from which he was released 
only after having renounceg being a 
monk,
